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EXPLANATION

This bill reguires the state building code commissioner to
adopt as part of the state building code a requirement that
all construction must comply with energy conservation
requirements. The bill allows the state building code
commissioner to provide training to builders, contractors, and
other interested persons on the adopted energy conservation
requirements.

The bill consolidates the thermal and lighting efficiency
10 standards provisions. Provisions of the state building code
11 establishing thermal and Ii?hting efficiency energy
12 conservation standards shall be applicable to all new
13 construction owned by the state, an agency of the state, or a
14 political subdivision of the state, to all new construction
15 located in a ?overnmental subdivision which has adopted either
16 the state building code or a local building code or
17 compilation of requirements for building construction, and to
18 all other new construction in the state.
19 The bill requires that all buildings constructed after July
20 1, 2008, comply with applicable energy efficiency standards.
21 A registered architect or registered engineer must review the
22 specifications for compliance with applicable energy
23 efficiencK standards. A statement that a review has been
24 accomplished and that the design is in compliance with the
25 energy efficiency standards must be signed and sealed by the
26 responsible registered architect or registered engineer. This
27 statement must be filed with the commissioner prior to
28 construction.
29 The bill also requires that on or before December 31, 2008,
30 each city and county report to the state building code
31 commissioner on the status of efforts taken to enforce
32 applicable energy efficiency standards.
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
